It is Oie first 
investig ation that ever turned into a prarie 
fire by failing to reveal any thing out of the 
ordinary . 


So far, the pots who have been calling the 
kettles black in the hearing s before the House 
subcommittee on leg islative oversig ht and 
even in the battle of public relations foug ht 
on a battlefield of ice cubes and empty 
whisky g lasses have disclosed nothing sur­ 
prising . 


The only newsworthy thing about the in­ 
vestig ation, in fact, has been its surprising 
newsworthiness, which may be ex plained by 
the fact the public relations ex perts and 
columnists have loomed at least as larg e as 
the people under investig ation. 
The official purpose of the investig ation 
has been oveilooked. The common aim of 
all parties concerned at this point is to 
maneuver for the 1958 cong ressional elec­ 
tions. The integ rity of the independent ag en­ 
cies, which is what the subcommittee is sup-, 
posed to “oversee,” can wait until some 
later date and may never be investig ated 
at all. 
Where, then, is the real source of the

prairie fire heat that is making Washing ton 
so uncomfortable? 
The source is the collective conscience of 
the capital city 
Washing ton has been reminded with a jolt 
that practices it had learned to think of as 
commonplace—concealed microphones, open- 
handed distribution of lag niappe to public 
employ es, performance of favors for favors 
received, 
cloak-and-dag g er espionag e and 
counter-espionag e—do not look commonplace 
when ex posed to the public. On the contrary , 
they look tawdry and sinister. 
They reflect discredit not onty on those 
who are adentified with them directly but on 
those who condone them. 
For ex ample, the real culprit is the con­ 
cealed microphone chapter of the Goldfine 
ex pisode was not the subcommittee hireling 
who was carry ing on counter-espionag e but 
the committee majority that kept him on its 
pay roll. 
It has become a pertinent q uestion of the 
times who will call the kettle black in public 
disclosures of wrong -doing in Washing ton. 
The accusation of blackness falls flat when 
made by badly smudg ed pots. 
If the orig inal aim of the whole investig a­ 
tion was to dirty -up presidential assistant 
Sherman Adams in time for the cong res­ 
sional elections, the result to date has been 
to dirty -up every body concerned, including 
the dirty -uppers. 


, Have You Stopped Etc? 
Unil they have hounded Sherman Adams 
out of Washing ton, or some new sensation 
has g iven them a new trail to bay on, the 
White House correspondents will ask Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower at every press conference, 
“Have y ou chang ed y our mind a tout not fir­ 
ing Gov. Adams?” 


With all due respect to the ladies and g en­ 
tlemen who will wait with pencils poised for 
President Eisenhower’s answer, we point out 
that this is a switch on “Have y ou stopped 
beating y our wife?” 


Either way . the answer is subject to com­ 
plete misunderstanding . 


Whether Mr. Adams will continue to work 
in the White House indefinitely is g uesswork.

Defense Secretary McElroy isn’t 
talking about it and the U.S. Bur­ 
eau of Indian Affairs would rather 
not discuss it, but it is now 100 
y ears since the United States was 
vanq uished in the only war it ever 
lost. It was in 1858 that the United 
States boug ht an end to its war 
with the Seminole Indians of Flori­ 
da—but the Seminoles still, tech­ 
nically , are on the war path. 
From 1816 to 1818 and from 1835 
to 1842, these Indians foug ht the 
U.S. Army to a standstill in some 
of the bloodiest strug g les e v e r 
wag ed on American soil. The final 
flareup—the so-called Billy Bow­ 
leg s War—came to a halt in 1958 
but failed to conq uer the proud 
and stubborn people who still in­ 
habit the Everg lades and Big Cy p­ 
ress Swamp of our Sunshine state. 
The Seminoles remain independ­ 
ent and aloof. They claim, with 
truth: “We are unconq uered: we 
never surrendered; we sig ned no

peace treaty with the white men.” 
Despite the hardship of their way 
of life, the tribe also can nots 
that it never accepted any dole, 
but has insisted on making its own 
way .

the redmen refused to consider a

DESPITE DEATHBED orations—this city ’s 
nig ht clubs seem to be booming . 
And like Paris, only city in the world with 
more nig ht clubs, some can still afford to 
run a class sy stem which in many instances 
has feudal Eng land whipped to a standstill. 
These are the sty lish big -name places that 
don’t stoop to advertising in the y ellow pag es. 
The key to their class sy stem, of course, 
lies in the seating arrang ement. And one of 
the big g est works this way . 
As the visitor comes in the door, he should 
mentally divide the room like a baseball 
outfield. 
Play ing left is the “Palm Beach Set,” a 
catch-all descriptive phrase that’s toug h to 
define. In center is chic New York society . 
And in rig ht field are Mr. and Mrs. America, 
chairs turned to facilitate hurried g lances to 
left and center. 
One reason for dividing the social wheat 
from the chaff is manag ement’s desire to 
g ive celebrity patrons as much privacy as 
possible. No one ever seems to be upset by 
the sy stem, ex cept perhaps the waiters. 
Rumor has it that some of these boy s take 
celebrity spotting tests, using silhouette cards 
the way the armed services do with air­ 
craft. And any tray -toter that can’t identify a 
Crosby at 5,000 y ards has to turn in his pin. 


The recession, even in its mild­ 
er stag e, is speeding work on one 
of the world’s long est roads. To 
combat 
unemploy ment, 
federal 
and provincial authorities are put­ 
ting more men to work on the 
4,47 0-mile Trans-Canada Hig hway . 
Public Works Department of­ 
ficials here are optimistic that the 
500 million-dollar project will be 
completed by its targ et date, end 
of 1960. Then there will be a first 
class all-weather hig hway f r o m 
St. John’s, Nfd., on the Atlantic, 
to Victoria, B.C., on the Pacific. 
Nine out of Canada’s ten pro­ 
vinces — the ex ception is Quebec 
—are cooperating with the federal 
g overnment on the job. About 400 
million dollars, has already been 
spent or committed contractually . 
The transcontinental streAch, 3,- 
640 miles from North Sy dney , N.S 
to Vancouver, B.C., will be t h e 
long est major paved hig hway in 
ex istence any where. 
Work on the hig hway beg an in 
1950 with the orig inal targ et date 
for completion set for December, 
1956. Then construction 
bo g g e d 
down because of federal - provin- 
cial bickering over cost sharing , 
other local road - building needs 
of hig her priority and demands of 
the Korean War. 
To g et the project moving ag ain 
the federal g overnment neg otiated 
a new financial formula two y ears 
ag o. 
This continued the orig inal 50-50 
cost split, but Ottawa ag reed to 
pay in addition for 90 per cent 
of the cost of one-tenth of the 
mileag e (usually the most ex pen­ 
sive section) in each province and 
the entire cost of sections throug h 
national parks. Completion 
date 
as set back four., y ears. 
The latest prog ress report shows 
1,760 miles completed, a further 
350 miles hard-surfaced and anoth­ 
er 420 miles g raded. However this 
g ives a misleading picture of the 
situation. Real g aps total only 290 
miles: 160 in Ontario north of Lake 
Superior; 40 in Newfoundland; 90 


in British Columbia’s Glacier Na­ 
tional Park. 
For the remainder of the route 
there are stretches of local roads, 
not up to Trans-Canada Hig hway 
standards. Only in Newfoundland 
is there no alternate route to cir­ 
cumvent the g ap. For the 10 miles 
between Gambo and Ciar'enville, 
Nfd., cars must be moved by rail­ 
road. 
Trans-Canada specifications call 
for a hig hway between 22 and 24 
feet wide, with 10-foot hard sur­ 
faced parking strip shoulders on 
each side, easy g rades, minimum 
driving visibility of 600 feet at any 
point. 
Of a total 323 structures, such 
as bridg es and culverts, along the 
hig hway , 240 are now finished. 
The prairie provinces — Mani­ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta— 
are well in the lead, having com­ 
pleted 870 miles of the 997 throug h 
their territories. 
Saskatchewan last y ear became 
the first province to finish its en­ 
tire q uota and stag ed an official 
opening ceremony for its 406-mile 
section.

Strang ely enoug h, Seminole in­ 
dependence dates from the same 
y ear as America’s.

In 1775, when the first shots of 
Revolution were heard from Con­ 
cord and Lex ing ton, the Seminole 
tribe was being formed from other 
tribes in Georg ia and Alabama. 
These Indians — called Seminoles 
or “separatists”—fled their orig ­ 
inal homes and entered Florida. 
It wasn’t long before white men 
started try ing to move them to 
Oklahome. The Seminoles, how­ 
ever, were determined to remain 
in the Cy press swamps, marshs 
and pine woods they had chosen 
as their refug e. 


THE FIRST FEW m o nt h s of 
fig hting in the U.S.-Seminole war, 
some 3,000 U.S. troops were able 
to kill four Indians and capture 
100 women and children. 
T h e r e 
were about L000 Seminole braves; 
eventually they were opposed by 
more than 50.000 U.S. soldiers, 
sailors and Marines! 
The United States finally boug ht 
peace in 1858 with cold cash. The 
price; $6,500 to the Seminole chief. 
Billy Bowleg s; $1,000 to each of 
his four lieutenants; $50 to each 
warrior, and $100 to every woman 
and child. 
Billy and some followers ag reed 
to move west, but some 150 Sem­ 
inoles remaind in Florida to be­ 
come the nucleus of today ’s tribe. 
They live chiefly on a state re­ 
serve and three federal reserva­ 
tions 
but 
still 
claim 
title 
to 
Florida. 
In fact, to attract attention to 
the 
Indian 
claim, 
a 
Seminole 
named Billy Osceola has beg un 
selling deeds to his share of the 
acreag e “subject to the uncondi 
tional surrender of the United 
States to the Seminole indians.” 
Osceola fig ures his share of the 
tribe’s property is about 35,000 
acres—“now occupied by white 
invaders.” 
White men continue to encroach 
on Seminole property in Florida, 
he asserts. “Only this y ear,

acres more were taken off their 
47 5-acre Dania Reservation for the 
white 
man’s

Florida,” he say s. 
“We are a peaceful people, s411 
suspicious of the white man but 
proud he could not conq uer us!”

Tackle a warm- 
weather cho re a go o d distance 
fro m the ho u se and so u rce o f p o w­ 
er and y o u ’ll be glad to hav e this 
standard o ld-fashio ned cu tting to o l 
in y o u r sho p . 
Of co u rse, if y o u ’re tackling 
so mething as big as co nstru cting 
a garage o r p o rch, rent, bu y o r 
bo rro w a p o wer 
u nit 
and

so meo ne to sho w y o u ho w to u se 
it. 
Bu t fo r bu ilding the kids a sand­ 
bo x , o r when rep airing so me stairs 
o r ev en cu tting to mato stakes, a 
hand saw will do all y o u want it 
to do and p erhap s do it mo re ac­ 
cu rately . 


THE BASIC SAW fo r e v e r y 
handy man is the wo o d-cu tting hand 
saw. It’s generally 26 o r 24 inches 
lo ng (26 inches is p referred). It 
has a wide, tap ered, metal blade, 
wo o d handle and differs widely as 
the nu mber o f teeth p er inch and 
their set. 
Nu mber o f teeth p er inch is the 
metho d by which saws are clas­ 
sified, generally . Classificatio n is 
kno wn as the “ p o int” sy stem. Thu s 
a 12-p o int saw is o ne that has 12 
teeth to the inch. 
Rip saws hav e fo u r-to fiv e-and 
o ne-half teeth p er inch. They ’re 
u sed fo r cu tting with the grain o f 
the wo o d, and make a co arse cu t. 
The cro sscu t saw, u sed fo r cu t­ 
ting acro ss the grain o f the wto d, 
has fro m six to 12 teeth p er inch, 
and giv es a fairly fine cu t. 


FOR THE HANDY MAN w h o 
is ju st beginning to eq u ip his sho p , 
the first, basic saw is an eight- 
p o int cro sscu t saw. It will giv e 
a mo derately fine cu t and is v er­ 
satile eno u gh so that it will handle 
rip p ing jo bs he’s likely to enco u n­ 
ter. 
Deep the saw clean and dry . 
Giv e it a light wip ing with mach­ 
ine o il after u se, to p ro tect it with 
an o x idatio n-resistant p o lish. 
So me au tho rities su ggest that y o u 
o il o r p araffin the sides o f the 
blade—u se o il when sawing green 
wo o d, p araffin o n lu mber that 
y o u may want to finish if a p ar­ 
ticu lar p iece o f wo o d 
giv es 
y o u 
tro u ble. 
After the saw has been in u se 
fo r so me time the “set’’ o f the 
teeth may need resto ring. The set 
refers to the amo u nt each to o th 
is bent alternately left and right 
away fro m the saw blade. 
There are to o th-setting to o ls in 
the market that will resto re the 
set. If y o u lack time o r p atience 
to do this ex acting jo b, y o u ’d bet­ 
ter hav e it do ne p ro fessio nally . 


IN ADDITION to the hand saw,
